Republicans Have Captured 
the Legislature, 


Which Assures the Return of Aldrich 
to the Senate 


And the Choice of Republican omcers 
in the State. 


Other Political News—Later Returns from 
Manicipal Elections in the East—Louls- 
dana Democrats Torn Up with 
Dissensions. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Provipence (R. I.,) April 7.—|By the 
Associated Press.] At 12:40 o’clock 
this morning returns from all over the 
State were not in, owing to the tedious 
counting necessary under the Australian 
system. The returns are sufficient, 
however, to indicate that there is no 
election for State officers with a proba- 
bility of a Republican plurality. The 
State law requires a majority vote to 
elect, and there are a sufficient number 
of Republicans returned up to this hour 
to secure the election of Senator 
Aldrich to the United States Senate 
and the choice of the Republican can- 
didates for State officers. 

Newport probably elects but one Rep- 
resentative and it will require another 
election to determine the choice of the 
other four. 

It requires fifty-four members of the 
Legislature to elect on joint ballot, and 
the Republicans have at present fifty- 
one, with every possibility of having 
elected six more. 

The city of Providence went Demo- 
cratic byabout 400 majority, but the 
city Assembly ticket is in doubt. 

Pawtucket was carried by the Demo- 
crats by about 100 majority, and Woon- 
socket by a little less. 

The Democratic Assembly ticket in 
Woonsocket is elected by 30, but the 
Pawtucket Assembly ticket is in doubt. 

The vote polled was the largest in the 
history of the State. The result is a 
surprise to everybody and shows that 
there are several thousand people in 
the State whom the party managers 
can never locate. 

The vote thus far is Brown (Rep.) 
16,250; Wardwell (Dem.) 16,048. 
The Prohibit vote will probably be 
sufficient to defeat the election by the 
people. The Legislature is undoubt- 
edly Republican. 


EASTERN CITY ELECTIONS. 


Republicans Get the Lion’s Share of Offices 
at Chicago. 

CaO, April 6.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The returns up to 6 o’clock on 
the contest for aldermen from the vari- 
ous wards show the election of 20 Re- 
publications, 11 Democrats and 8 Inde- 
pendents. The Democrats were vic- 
torious in the North Town elections yes- 
terday. The South Town Democratic 


Republicans elected supervisor. 
In the West Town the Republicans 


Democrats elected the rest of 


ticket. 

The Republicans also carried Hyde 
Park, Lakeview, Jefferson, Cicero, Pal- 
atine, Geneva and Desplaines, while the 
Democrats win in Lake Worth and Le- 
mont. 

The Citizens’ ticket at Calumet de- 
feated the Regular Republican ticket. 

Sr. Louis, April 6.—Returns from the 
municipal elections held thorughout 
Missouri yesterday show that where 
party lines were drawn the Democrats 
are in the ascendant except in the Re- 
publican strongholds, where the latter 
kept their forces intact. Under the 
Australian system the elections in 
Arkansas passed off quietly. The Demo- 
cratic ticket was 1 successful. 

Kansas City, April 6.— The Democrats 
made a clean sweep here yesterday, 
electing their entire ticket with the 
exception of one candidate for the 
upper house.

The pending question 
was an amendment offered by Arthur 
Rodgers to Hayes's resolution providing 
that delegates to the State convention 
shall be elected as in past years. The 
amendment of Rodgers excepted San 
Francisco from the resolution. Hayes 
withdrew his opposition to the amend- 
ment, and the resolution as amended 
was then adopted.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Meeting of the Southern Calitornia 
Executive Committee. 


An Address by Commissioner 1. J. Rose— 


The Various Counties Urged to sac as 
® Unit—Reports of Sab-Com- - 
mittees Presented. 


The regulay monthly meeting of the 
Softhern California World's Fair Asso- 
ciation Executive Committee was held 
yesterday at the Chamber of Commerce 
rooms with C. M. Wells occupying the 
chair, and Frank Wiggins acting as sec- 
retary. San Diego co as repre- 
sented by Messrs. Jones and Kimball, 
San Bernardino county by Messrs. Fish 
and Crafts, Orange county by M. J. 
Bundy, Los Angeles county by Messrs. 
Klokke, Mosher, Wells and Forrester. 

Before entering into the routine bus- 
mess the committee was addressed by 
Hon. L. J. Rose, relative ti the World's 
Fair work, and especially that portion 
that wasto bedone by the people of 
Southern California, inasmuch as this 
section has the reputation of being the 
most forward in organizing the World’s 
Fair work and has been credited with 
taking the lead in every department, it 
stands this association in hand¢o-stand 
firm and have the counties comprised 
this organization werk as a 
unit, and to keep in the front and show 
the people of the State that the reputa- 
tion gained is a correct one, and that 
we are alive to our own interests and 
are capable of coping with the whole 
world, when it comes to making a dis- 
play of our naturalproductions. In the 
matter of making our exhibit, the whole 
display must be made as one locality, 
but each exhibit can be lableg from the 
district from which it is made. This 
will enable Southern California to make 
her exhibit en masse, while sach indi- 
vidual exhibitor will have full credit 
for the part he is taking in getting up 
this. display. Mr. Rose assures the 
committee that he is doſtzg etetything 
in his power to assist them ju their 
work and would bring any proposition 
before the commission that they de- 
sired, and would see that it received 
due consideration. He also ‘insisted on 
the feature of the citrus. grove.in the 
Horticultaral building being carried out 
to the letter, as it was something that 
would attract universal ‘attention: n a 
manner that no other State, SARE, 22 
could command, 


At the suggestion of one ot the mem- 


bers of the committee. Mr. Rose con- 
sented to make tour ot the district 


and urge upon the people the necessity 
of entering into this work wit 


more 
enthusiasm. 

In the reports of commévtees; Mr 
Jones, chairman of citrus fruit and 
trees generally, said that Sau ieee 
county had thirty trees, of a 
heighth of eight feet boxed 
splendid condition; dine 
county sixty, and Los "An les county 
twenty-six. Healso reported that one 
party in Highlands was negotiating 
with the committee tos fpgnish, them 
with 100 trees, which, if- the trees 
prove satisfactory, will lessen the work 
of the committee very maserfally and 
enable them to fulfill the Fegvirentents 
of the horticultural court exhibit. Mr. 
Jones referred tothe requirements of 
the department at Chicago relative to 
placing the trees in position as carly. as

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THE LEFFLER MURDER, 


Kormos Tells the Story of the 
Crime. 


He Says that Leffler First Shot Him 

in the

When He Got Possession of His Pis- | 
tol and nat Him. 


The Fight: on the Lumber Pile which 
Ended in the Death vf the Watch- 
man—Justifiable Homicide Argued 
as the Defense, 


The trial of the case against Andrew 
Kandalec and Janon Kormos, the Slavs 
charged with the murder of Sam 8. 
Leffier, a night-watchman in the employ 
of the Southern Pacific Company, on 
Sunday morning, November 29 last, 
was resumed before Judge Smith and 


morning and occupied their attention 
all day. 

The prosecution, after calling Harry 
Bots worth, an employé of the Southeru 
Pacific Company, who merely gave cor- 
roborative testimony asto the finding 
of,Leffier’s body, rested its case, and J. 
R. Dupuy, Esq., of counsel for defend- 
ants, addressed the jury atsome length, 
outlining the defense, which would be 
that of justifiable homicide. 

The first witness called by the de- 
fense was Mrs. Amanda Stephens, the 
proprietress ofa restaurant at No. 1102 
New Main street, who testified to the 
efféct that shortly after 6 o'clock on 
Sunday morning, Nov. 29 last, the de- 
fendant,'Kandalec, presented himself at 
her back door. She was building a fire 
at the time, but, noticing thatthe man 
was crying and appeared to be laboring 
under considerable excitement, she 
asked him what he wanted, 
ln broken English he gave her to un- 
derstand that he wished to leave some 
‘baggage there for a few hours, until a 
train left the city. She told him that 


presumably to get his traps. In less 
than ten minutes he returned, accom- 


resented a horrible appearance, his 
— being broken and his clothing sat- 
urated with blood, which still flowed 
from his wounded face. Kandalec, who 
carried several bundles of blankets and 
clothing, deposited his burden, and at- 
tempted to explain his companion’s 
condition by stating that they had been 
in a fight. As Kormos was suffering 
considerably from his injured jaw, *the 
witness gave him a towel, with which 
to bind up bis wound; and while this 
‘operation was being performed, a m 
man arrived. He, of course. inquired 
about the strange guests, and on hear- 
ing the story that Kandalec had related 
to her, his suspicions were at once 
aroused. Acting under his instructions, 
the witness talked to the defendants 
and induced them to enter the restau- 
rant, the milkman meanwhile going to 
the nearest telephone and notifying the 
police, who soon afterward arrived in 
the patrol wagon, arrested the defend- 
ants,and took them away. 

Charles J. Fox, a stenographer, and 
H. Biescar, who acted as interpreter ae 
the Coroner's inquesty were briefly ex- 
amined as to certain details connected 
with Kormos’s statement on that occa- 
sion. 


Upon reconvening after lunch the de- 
fendant, Janon Kormos, was called to 
the stand to testify on his own behalf. 
Through the medium of an interpreter | 
ot the Hungarian dialect Kormos told a 
“remarkably clear story of the whole af- 
fair, which, if belMeved by the jury, 
cannot but result in the acquittal of 
both Kandalec and himself. His testi- | 
mony was to the following effect: 

He is a native of Hungary, 36 years 
of age, and resided at a little village 
about seven miles from Buda-Pesth 
until January 24, 1891, when he left 
his wife and five children and came 
over to the United States. 
at New York on February 18, 189. 
and remained there about three m 
While in New York he met Kandalec, 
and together they came out to Cal- 
‘ifornia to look for work. After spend- 
ing three or four weeks in San Fran- 
cisco they went to work together ona 
new railroad near Sacramento, which 
occupied them for six weeks. Thence 
they went to Fresno and worked in a 
‘vineyard for three weeks. They then 
returned to San Francisco, and after 
‘working off and on for six weeks, went 
to Gila City, Ariz,, to work on another 
railroad job, which, however, only 
lasted fourteen days. With the view of 
returning to San Francisco at the end of 
that time they paid a brakeman 84 each 
for the privelege of being allowed to 
ride in the caboose of a freight train 
from Yuma to this city, where they ar- 
rived about 1 o’clock on Friday after- 
“noon, November 27 last. Leaving their 
baggage at the depot, they went up 
town and purchased some bread and 
bacon, and after walking round for 
some time, they returned te the depot, 
got their baggage and went over to a 
saleon near by; where they made ar- 
rangements fora night’s lodging. They 
ate supper frem their supply of bread 
and bacon, slept there all night, and at 
8 o’cleck next morning arose, break- 
fasted, and went up town. 
they returned te the saloon and re- 
mained there until 4 o'clock, when 
Kandalec, who could speak a little Eng- 
lish, made arrangements with a brake- 
man to take them up north on a freight 
train. Acting under his instructions 
they carried their baggage over to the 
“yards, and hid it ina pile of lumber. 
Shortly after 5 o’clock, Kandalec sug- 
gested that he had better lay in a stock 
of pread for their journey, and went off 
‘up town to buy it. Kormos meanwhile 
sat on the lumber waiting. and two men 
came up to him from across the yard. 
From the actions of Leffler, whom he 
did not know to be a watchman, he sup- 
posed he was angry; but, being unable 
to understand or speak English, merely 
tried to explain that when his partner 
came back he would go away. Leffler, 
however, threw him dewn aud kicked 
him in the back several times, until 
Aid reached the hill, when the witness 
said, ‘‘Mistare, no good fight,’’ meaning 
that he wanted him tostop. Finally 
Letller walked back*“to the yard, and the 
witness followed in order to get his 
blankets aud baggage. When Leffler 
was about twenty feet away the witness 
called after him ‘“‘s— of a where- 
upon Leffier returned and struck him in 
tde face. Leffler and the man with him 
- | then took some of their baggage from 
the pile and started ‘across the yard, 
Kormos following with the rest. After 
leaving the baggage in the street Leffler 
and his companion walked away, and 
Kandalec then came up and aske Kor- 
mos what was the matter. Kormos told 
‘him that Leffier licked'“ him, and ag 
that instant Leffler picked up a large 
rock and threw it at him. Kau- 
dalec, however, saw it coming, 
and pulled, him aside, so that 
it missed About 6 o’clock they 
carried theffoaggage back to the lum- 
ber pile to ait for the brakeman, and 
‘Kandalec ent off to look him up, At 
2 80 they Went over to the saloon and

went to look up the brakeman, but re- 
turned with the information that they 
could not leave that night as there was 
no train. They then looked around for 
a place to sleep, and found an old man 
in a hole undef some brush. Finally 
 chay ot into a car, and after closin 
the door to keep out the wind, unrolle 
their blankets and slept. About 6 
o’clock oh Sunday morning, while they 
were still lying down, but awake, Leffler 
came to the door and ordered them out. 
Kormos, being the first to roll up his 
blankets, jumped out and Leffler, who 
had a pistol in his right hand, pointed 
it at him and struck him with his left 
inthe face. Kormos finally dodged 
around the corner of the carand ran 
across three tracks when he turned and 
saw that Lefer had throwg Kandalec 
down onthe lumber and was kicking 
him in the face, The witness was 
afraid, but when Kandalec called for 
help, saying that Leffler was killing 
him, he closed in on their assailant. 

Kormos at this juncture left his chair 
and, with the aid of an interpreter, en- 
acted the scene in a very graphic man- 
ner. As he reached the pile, Leffler 
turned round and grabbing bim by the 
shoulder with his left hand shot him in 
the left 3 from behind. Almost im- 
mediately afterward Kandalec at- 
tempted to get up, when Leffler threw 
his gun down on the prostrate man. 
As he did so Kormos grabbed his wrist 
with both hands, and, after a struggle, 
took the gun aw 2928 Leffler and shot 
him with it in t head. Kormos, on 
realizing what he had done, was so 
scared that he knew nothing of his 
movements immediately after their as- 
sailant fell. He remembered tr eying to 
wash the bloqd off his face, and Kan- 
dalee going off to look for some place 
to take him to’ He then accompanied 
Kandalec to the restaurant, where they 
were arrested, 

The defendant at the close of this 
testimony was turned over for cross- 
examination, but the prosecution had 
not proceeded very far before court ad- 
journed for the day. 

The matter will be resumed at 10 
o'clock this morning. 


MYSTERIOUS SUICIDE. 


An b Man Ends His Life by 
Taking Morphine. 


The Body Not Discovered until Some 
Hours after the Deed was Com- 
mitted—No Letter to Ex- 
plain the Case. 


A mysterious person commited suicide 
in Officer Shannon's lodging-house, at 
No. 324 South Broadway, some'time 
yesterday or night before last, but the 
body was not discovered until. 7:80 
o' clock last night. 

Four days ago a well-dressed young 
man, who appeared to be 21 or 22 
years of age, engaged room 16 in Mr. 
Shanton’s house and paid his rent for 
one week. Hedid not give his name, 
and said nothing about himself. He 
spent most of his time in his room, and 
seemed to be down-hearted about some- 
thing. 

He was last seen alive day before yes- 

terday at 5 o'clock, when he entered 
his room and locked himself in. Shortly 
after, ox at 6 o’clock, another young 
man called at the house and asked for a 
‘man named Casyell. Mrs. Shannon 
knew no one by that name, and. asked 
the caller to describe Caswell. He did 
so, and she recognized the occupant of 
room 16, and told him td go to the 
room. 

He went upstairs and was heard 
knocking at the door, but Mrs. Shannon 
does not know whether he was admitted 
or not, and she did not seehim when he 
left the house. The same man called 
| again last night at 6 o'clock and was 
heard knocking on the door for some 
time, when: he left the house without 
being admitted to room No, 16. 

“ upper Officer Shannon asked if 
the man in 16 had been seen during the 
day, and when he wastold by the girl 
that he had not been seen since the 
evening before, he became uneasy and 
sent her to the room. She failed te get 
any response to her numerous knocks 
and Mrs. Shannon went te her assist- 
ance. 

Finally Shannon secured a screw- 
driver and forced the doar open, when 
a horrible sight met their eves. The 
stranger was in bed dead, and from a 
couple of empty morphine bottles near 
by it was evident that he had committed 
suicide. 

Dr. Buell, who lives close by, was 
called in and stated that the man had 
been dead a number of hours. ‘The 
Coroner was notified and the body was 
removed to the morgue, where an in- 
quest will de held today. 

The dead man left a letter but it was 
not addressed to any one and was writ- 
ten in such a rambling style that no 
sense could be made of it. It wassigned 
Tape and he seemed to be anxious to in- 
form the person whose eyes it is in- 
tended for that his sister May at Colo- 
rado City will pay somebody $12. 

The affair is wrapped in mystery at 
present, but the voung man who called 
at the house to see the dead man will 
probably be able to clear matters up at 
the inquest. 

From cards found on his person it is 
believed that his name is Thomas 
Tilton.

JUGGLERY IN THE KITCHEN. 


Some of the Tricks Practiced in the Sale 
of Adulterated Baking Powder. 
[Chronicle, San Francisco.] 

Is there not some city ordinance that 
will protect housekeepers from the peri- 
patetic female with the baking powder 
tests? Nobody wishes to turn a woman 
from the door, but really the frequency 
with which this one, or her sister, is 
sent around by the ba king powder con- 
cern that employs her makes her, even 
if the cleverest of her sex, a bit tire- 
some. 

Then the ‘‘tests’’she makes are so un- 
scientific, not to say fraudulent, that 
they are likewise becoming a bore. 
Here, for instance, is one of them: A 
sample of the baking powder found in 
the kitchen visited, and which it is in- 
tended to defame, is placed in a glass, 
mixed with a little water, and stirred. 
Being a pure powder it foams up like 
champagne, although the bubbles of car- 
bonic acid gas will continue to rise for 
a long time. The tester then takesa 
sample of the powder which she is try- 
ing to introduce and treats it in the 
same manner. The result is a glassful 
of yeast-like foam. This action, she 
claims, is evidence of the superiority 
and greater strength of her powder, 
whereas it is caused solely by the flour 
with which the powder is largely adul- 
terated, and it is indisputable evidence 
of such adulteration. To prove this, 
add a little flour to the other powder, 
mix thoroughly, add the water, stir up, 
and the same result will be produced to 
a degree dependent upon the quantity 
of flour used. 

Another test“ consists in placing 
the can on a hot stove orover a lamp 
or gas jet, or in boiling the baking 
powder with water. If the baking 
powder is good for anything the heat 
will, of course, expel the gas, which is 
apparentto the sense of smell. The 
claim is then made that this gas indi- 
cates something detrimental, — 
as a matter of fact, a baking powder 
that would give off no gas when sub- 
jected to heat would be without leaven- 
ing power and valueless. 

The object of these people is, of course, 
to deceive the consumers as to the 
qualities of their baking powder and 
the baking powder used in the kitchen 
visited. 

The attempt to injure honest goods 
and make a market for an adulterated 
article by such methods is dishonest, 
despicable. But to try topalm off upon 
any woman such silly tricks fora scien- 
tific test is an insult to her intelligence.

The Newest Thing in Electrical 
Science. 

Writers of text books on electricity 
will need to renew their works as soon 
as possible, and putin a new chapter 
describing the antics of electricity when 
generated in a rapidly alternating cur- 
rent and with high potential. This rep- 
resents the latest departure in electri- 
cal science, and is due to the researches 
of Nikola Tesla, a young American, 
who has recently come into great prom- 
inence in the scientific world. 

Mr. Tesla is the inventor of the first 
alternate current electric motor, and it 
was by the use of this motor that the 
recent experiments between Lauffen 
and Frankfort-on-the-Main were per- 
formed, transmitting power through 
110 miles of bare wire, with only a 
slight percentage of loss. This means 
a great deal to the practical application 
of electricity in power, It means, per- 
haps, the supplanting of steam for 


agara Falls, for example, at a nominal 
cost, and its transmission to Bpffalo, to 
New Vork city and Chicago for 
application. Mr. Tesla’s discovery 
also gives promise of accomplishing 
fully as pronounced à revolution 
in the matter of electric light- 
ing. Hecanso charge the atmosphere 
of a room with his generator as to set. 
an electric light aglow without any wire 
connection with the lamp at all. And 
yet it is not dangerous fer a human 
being to be in the room thus charged. 
Here is one of the greatest triumphs of 
Mr. Tesla's discovery. He obtains a 
current for all the mechanical uses 
which we now have from electricity 
and yet the current is not dangerous to 
He. 

The electricity which Mr. Tesla em- 
ploys is derived from an alternating- 
current dynamo of special Gevice, car- 
rying nearly 400 slectro-magnets 
driven at some 2000 fevplutions per, 
minute and supplying a current alter- 


ond. Currents of still higher fre- 
quency are obtained by passing the 
spark of disruptive discharge from a 
battery of Leyden jars through the 
primary circuit of an induction coil. 
Currents having a frequency of 1,000,- 
000 to 2,000,000 times a second, and 
of enormously high potential can be had 
in this way from 
coils. If we can imagine an electric 
current flying back and forth along a 


wire like a shuttle in d loom, and imag- 
ine it making from one to two million 


trips per second we will have some igea 
of what Mr. Tesla’s high alternating 
current is. When such a current is 
passed through a bare wire in a dark 
room, the wire is seento glow. If the 
charge be freed from the ends of two 
wires attached to the opposite poles of 
the battery, without connection, sheets 


| of light are visible passing between the 


two points. From the metal point at- 
tached to one pole rises a bluish flame 
like that of atorch, or the flare of a 
gas jet, burning at high pressure. 
the wire giving this flame is not con- 
sumed. Another curious fact developed 
in chese experiments is that it is pos- 


sible to work an electric mo- 
tor by connecting it to the 
generator by a single wire—that 


is connecting one pole of the motor to 
one pole of the generator and leaving 
the others free. This is in utter de- 
fiance of all preceding rules of elec- 
trical science, wich hold that a current 
could not be transmitted without a 
complete circuit, formed either by the 
conductor or by connecting the con- 
ductor with the earth (‘‘grounding’’) at 
each end. 
Mr. Tesla has thus demonstrated that 
air at ordinary pressure is as easily 
traversed by these peculiar currents as 
rarefied air by the currents of the or- 
dinary inducion coil. Here again the 
theories of electric science, which have 
always held the atmosphere to be a di- 
electric, are upset. | 
Mr. Tesla’s wonderful accomplish?’ 
ments were first set forth ina lecture 
delivered before the American Instituse 
of Electrical Engineers, at Columbia, 
College, May 20,1891. The lecture; 
was published in full with illustrations,- 
in the Electrical Review of July 11. 
1891. 


Mr. Tesla lectured again before the 
Institution of Electrica] Engineers of 


the Royal Institution, London, last Fe b- 
ruary. 


Commenting on this lecture the 
Léndon Times says editorially: 


Imanything were needed to stimulate en- 
thusiasm or strengthen faith, it was surely 
supplied last night by the ony remarkable 
lecture with which Mr. Tesla for two hours 
held a professional audience entranced at 
the Royal Institution. His beautiful ex- 
periments not only open up a new and 
most promising field of investigation, but 
also suggest more or less distinctly a revis- 
ion of many general physical conceptions 
and a stimulating expansion of our specu- 
lative ideas: Mr. Tesla is working on the 
border land where light, heat, electricity. 
chemical affinity and forms of ene 
which we cannot eonfidently identify wit 
any of these meet and blend. 2 
some of his striking experiments, one feels 
that old lines of demarcation are fading 
away, and that some new and beautéful 
generalization cannot be tar off with which

Granp OPERAHOUSE, — Rigoletto, Verdi's 
musically and dramatically strong opera, 
was given as the closing performance of 
the Juch company at the Grand last night 
to a fair house, considering the vicissitudes 
Which Mr. Locke has been trying to pilot 
the organization through forthe last few 
nights. 

In the role of Gilda,“ the jester’s dangh- 
ter, Miss Juch was the same brilliant suc. 
cess, both as asinger and player, that she 
has been in every operain which she has 
appeared. Hersinging has the satisfying 
quality in it to a marked degree and in the 
melodious phrases that Verdi so deftly 
frames she charmed and delighted her 
auditors, ravishing their ears with the dul- 
cet notes that..come lilting from 
her lips, and pleasing the eye 
with her beautiful presence and artistic 
ability as an actress. Emma Juch is a 
great singer, the like of which comes to us 
so seldom that one may overlook in some 
measure the lameness of her support, upon 
the principle that a half loaf is better than 
no bread. 

Rigoletto is a great opera for the baritone 
and Mertens did full justice to the oppor- 
tunities in the title role. His duets with 
Miss Juch were brilliantly sung, and he was 
especially great in the quartette in the last 
act. Joseph Rubo wasa striking picture of 
the stage assassin, and sang the part of 
“Sparatucile’’ with great success. Martin 
Pache developed a very few musical notes, 
but not enough of them to warrant us in 
pining for his return. The company, asa 
rule, was quite as good as usual, but that is 
not saying very much. 

Miss Juch is such a splendid artist that 
one cannot but voice the regret again that 
she is not surrounded by accessions in keep- 
ing with her genius.

Another Mortgage Tax Fallure. | 

Los ANGELES, April 3, 1892.—[To the Ed- 
itor of THE Ts.] Your remarks in con- 
nection with the new law in Ohio, which 
seeks to relieve the mortgagor of land of 
the taxes and place the burden of the mort- 
gage tax upon the mortgagee, are further 
justified by the results thus far shown of 


Michigan, with the same object in view. 
The cons#itutionality of the law has just 
been passed upon affirmatively by the Su- 
preme Court. and the Assessor of Detroit 
required by mandamus to carry out its pro- 
ons. Great uncertainty and inconve- 
nience have existed in the business commu- 
nity while the question has been pending. 
The saving banks have refused to make 
loans and the holders of mortgages have 
ressed their debtors for yment, appre- 
ending that the law would operate from 
the time when it was to 5° into effect, upon 
mortgages already existing as well as upon 
those afterward made, and under the de- 
cision of the court it will doso.

A New York Banking Firm Robbed 
by Employees. 


One of the Guilty Trio Arrested—The 
Other Two on their Way to Eu- 


rope—Stolen Property

New York, April 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] <A systematic robbery of 
the banking house of Dix & Phyfe, No. 
45 Wall street, by employés, was un- 
earthed today. The loss will aggregate 


some $68,000. Oscar Creamer, a clerk | 


in the bank and a resident of Brooklyn, 
during the absence of the chief book- 
keeper, is said to have stolen $20,000 
worth of Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy. Railroad bends. Detectives 
have discovered that Creamer, who is 
but 19 years of age, conspired with 
William F. Carpenter, another young 
clerk in the bank, to rob the firm. 
James T. White, the third of the con- 
spirators, was introduced at the Park 
National Bank by a false letter of in- 
troduction purporting to come from 
Dix & Phyfe, and he opened an 
account there, beginning with a 
deposit of $2000 on March 9. 
Subsequently he deposited at different 
times $14,700, $9850, $567.51 and 
$75. These deposits were mainly in 
checks purporting to be from Dix & 
Phyfe drawn payable to cash and with 
the firm’s signature of Dix & Phyfe 
forged. April 1 White drew a check 
for $10,000 against his account and 
two days later another check for $10,- 
000, leaving a balance in the bank of 
about $4000. Carpenter was arrested 
yesterday and confessed that Creamer 
has been stealing from the firm. The 
regular bookkeeper was expected home 
shortly, and he said that Creamer 
wanted to get hold of as much money as 
he could before that time. It was ar- 
ranged between them that Carpenter 
should have the custody of the money. 
He told Inspector Byrnes that it was all 
buried in a cellar at No. 447 Quincy 
street, Brooklyn. 

Yesterday the detectives went over to 
the place and after searching about 
found hidden in a pile of ashes in the 
cellar the following securities: Twenty- 
one thousand dollars in first mortgage 
bonds of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, and $82,100 in bills. They 
are now in charge of the police. White 
and Creamer are supposed to be on 
board the tramp steamer Oakland, 
which, until last Saturday, lay at the 
Atlantic docks, Brooklyn. Her destina- 
tion is Copenhagen. An effort will be 
made to catch her at some coal port and 
arrest the two fugitives.

The Silver Debate Continues in the 
Senate. 
Wolcott's Attack on the Administration— 
The House Again Fails to Pass the 
Free Wool Bill—The Raum 
Inquiry.

Wasainoton, April 6.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Senate.—After the pre- 
liminaries of the morning business Mr, 
Morgan, at 12:80 o’clock, called up his 
silver resolution offered yesterday, and 
yielded to Mr. Wolcott, who proceeded 
immediately to address the Senate on 
the subject of silver, beginning with a 
blunt statement that the Silver Bill had 
been put to sleep in the House, and the 
Senate might as well face the truth on 
the silver Question. Apparently the 
subject has lost interest for the public, 
for alfhéughi Senators present listened 
with a fair degree of attention, the 
galleries contained the usual number of 
scattering spectators only. 

Mr. Wolcott. soon launched into an 
attack upon the administration. He 
admitted that the silver men had suf- 
fered defeat both in the House and Sen- 
ate, and “charged that this had been 
compassed bythe administration; the 
first great force which had left no stone 
unturned in its efforts to defeat the sil- 
ver bill. It appeared to desire to avoid 
the embarassment of action upon the 
question before a national convention 
was held. He asserted that the 
Republican party would unanimously 
renominate the present executive be- 
cause no other man of greater stature 
could be found to stand against the 
apostle of tariff reform, whose vision 
saw.no other issue and who was willing 
to be consecrated again to public office. 
So the great masses of the people were 
unrepresented by any party. He (Mr. 
Wolcott) charged that the administra- 
tion had cracked the party lash and had 
succeeded, out there would be a tomor- 
row. It was a humiliating spectacle, 
and. the administration should at least 
have allowed Congress to express its 
opinion without duress. 

Mr. Wolcott wound up his speech with 
an eloquent peroration and was ap- 
plauded both by Senators and specta- 
tors. |

THE ORO GRANDE MINES, 


Renewed Activity in that Region—New 
Process for Treating Ores, 

Southern California mines are awak- 
ening to renewed activity. M. M. Mor- 
rison, Edward L. Doheney and Joseph 
A. Chanslor of this city have recently 
returned from Denver with a contract 
fora mill right to use the new McAr- 
thur Forrest process for extracting 
goldand silver from refractory ores. 
These gentlemen are the chiet owners 
ofthe O. G. and O. K. mines in the Sil- 
ver Monntain district, near Oro Grande, 
San Bernardino county, and their mill 
is located on the Southern California 
Railroad, about three and a half miles 
northeast of Oro Grande station. 
Mines in this district during recent 
years have had quite a history, the old 
methods having failed to produce the 
result of saving a sufficient quantity of 
the precious metal to pay for extracting. 

While in Denver they had their ore 
thoroughly tested by the new process, 
showing a saving of from 90 to 95 per 
cent., while by old methods only about 
17 per cent. was saved. After becom- 
ing satisfied that the process was a 
winner and had come to stay, they pur- 
chased the right to use it, and are now 
refiting their mill with new appliances, 
with a view of conducting the extrac- 
tion business on a large scale. Mr, 
Morrison predicts a mining boom, the 
like of which Southern Caiforhia has 
never before witnessed. The mines 
above mentioned carry a small per- 
centage of manganese, and averages 
about $20 in gold and $1 in silver to 
the ton. Their statement will doubt- 
less be an eye-opener to all low grade 
gold and silver properties, and those 
who have paid tribute to railroads and 
smelters for many years. 

Any one so disposed can visit the 
millafter May 1. The work at the 
mill during the present month will be 
principally experimental. The chemic- 
als used by this process consist of 
cyanide and zinc. machinery is 
simple and easily managed. The ore is 
first ground coarsely, placed into la 
tanks and leached by the u- 
tion, which is then p over zinc 
shavings where the gold and silver is 
precipitated, making one of the most 
simple and complete systems for ex- 
tracting gold and silver now in exist- 
ence. 


It is now some fifteen years since the

The City Council held an important meet- 
ing Tuesday night, when the petition of 
citizens to separate certain portions of the 
city from the present limits came up. Len 
Claiborne, Esq., appeared for the petition- 
ers and Hon J. E. McComas in behalf of the 
Board of Trade appeared for sixty-eight 
signers, who withdrew their names. On 
hearing the matter it was found that there 
were on the secession petition the names of 
forty-five persons who were not voters, and 
these with sixty-eight others who had with- 
drawn, left the petition with only 142 
names, and the law requires 152, or one. 
fifth of the total number of the last muni. 
cipal election, which was 760. The Coun. 
cil, therefore, rejected the petition. 

The Savings and Loan Society of San 
Francisco have paid into the city treasury 
the principal and premium and also inter- 
est to date in full for the $40,000 school 
bonds, and the Council was happy over it. 

The billof Deputy Sheriff Rowland of 
Puente for over $300 for serving a venire 
for jury in the Recorder's Court raised 
some ridicule. It was not verified and not 
passed, but would have been allowed for 
regular fee ot $2 had the bill been in regular 
shape under oath. The City Attorney re- 
minded the Council that he had accepted 
the position on the express condition that 
the salary of $35 a month should be in.

formed, and, as the Council could not agree 
to act in the matter, he tendered his resig- 
nation on the ground that important inter- 
ests of his own required his attention and 
that he was unable to devote to the business 
of the office what required nearly all of his 
time.

A SEASIDE SENSATION, 


A Rather Peculiar Case from 
Santa Monica. 


Arrest of a Young Woman ona 
Serious Charge. 


Accused of Leading a Fourteen-Year- 
Old Girl Astray. 

The Prisoner 3 — at the County 
Jall—She Dentes the Oharge, and 
Says She Can Prove Her 

Innocence. 


Yestérday morning at 9 o’clock Con- 
stable Dexter arrived from Santa Mon- 
ica with a fair prisoner named Cora 
Bilheimer. The young girl, who is just 
20 years of age, was hurried to the 
County Jail by the officer and locked up 
in the woman’s ward on a charge of ab- 
ducting a fourteen-year-old girl named 
Clara A. Warner for the purpose of 
prostitution, 

Last evening a Trurs reporter vis- 
ited the jail and had a talk with Miss 
Bilheimer. She is rather a good-look- 
ing young woman and stated that she is 
20 years of age and has lived in Pasa- 
dena during the past five years with 
her brother, whois in business there. 
About six months ago she came to this 
city and did dressmaking for a while, 
when she secured a position as waitress 
in the New Home restaurant on Spring 
street, between Fifth and Sixth streets. 

This restaurant was kept by D. A. 
Warner, the man who swore to the 
complaint on which she was arrested. 
She worked there until Warner sold out 
and moved to Santa Monica, where he 
opened a restaurant. While the unfor- 
tunate girl was in the New Home 
restaurant she met Warner’s adopted 
daughter Clara, who was also waiting 
on table, and the two became good 
friends. 

After the Warners left this city the 
Bilheimer girl says she had a hard time 
of it and a few days ago she made up 
her mind to go to Santa Monica to see if 
she could secure work there, She took 
a room on her arrival at the seaside 
and she and her friend Clara met and 
renewed their friendship. For some 
reason Warner took a violent dislike to 
the Bilheimer girl and when he found 
that his adopted daughter was going to 
her frend's room he swore to a com- 
plaint charging her with enticing Clara 
away from home and yesterday she was 
arrested and brought to this city. 

She says she cannot imagine why she 
has been arrested as she has never done 
anything to harm the Warner girl, but 
on the other hand she has always ad- 
vised the girl to remain at home and 
behave herself. The Warner girl was 
always complaining about the way she 
is treated by Warner, She has told the 
Bilheimer girl several times that War- 
ner is not her father. She is the 


daughter of well-to-do. English people 


who send Warner money every month 
for her support, butjthe man has never 
told her what her father’s name is. 
Why he keeps it a secret she does not 
know, but she will never rest until she 
knows who her paretts are. 

Day before yesterday the Warner 
girl gave Miss Bilheimer a note to de- 
liver to a livery man at Santa Monica, 
who, she said, would drive them to Los 
Angeles that evening, and she very 
foolishly delivered the note. In some 
manner Warner got hold of this fact 
and at once made up his mind that the 
two girls were about to run away. 
Night before last Warner could not find 
his daughter and he at once swore to a 
complaint for the arrest of Miss Bilhei- 
mer. 

The Los Angeles police were at once 
notifled to look out for the girls in this 
city, as it was believed that they were 
heading this way. Detective Walker, 
who knows the Warner girl very well, 
was detailed on the case, and he spent 
most of the night watching for them, 
but they did not show up, and at 1 
o’clock yesterday morning the police 
were notified that the Warner girl had 
returned home. 

It is not known whether she was out 
with the Bilheimer girl or not, but it is 
supposed that she was. At any rate 
they did not start for this city with the 
livery man, and the Bilheimer girl was 
not found until yesterday morning. 

The examination has been set for to- 
morrow morning in Justice Twitchell’s 
court at Santa Monica, and it is more 
than probable that sensational develop- 
ments will be brought out.

THOSE ELECTRIC CLOCKS. 


They Have Not Been Accepted by the Su- 
pervisors, 

Those duummy electric clocks in the 
Courthouse have been a source of an- 
noyance ever since they were put in. 
There in some defect in the mechanism; 
they have never been a success as time- 
keepers, and it is believed they have 
been the direct cause of more profanity 
to the square inch than any one thing 
in the county. From the fact that they 
are allowed to remain, it has been gen- 
erally believed that they have been ac- 
cepted and paid for by the county, and 
in consequence life has been a burden 
for the Supervisors. Indignant citizens 
who have missed trains have anathema- 
tized them, they have been tackled on 
the street cars, and even when refresh- 
ing the inner man they have been 
stopped at critical points to explain 
why the clocks don’t run. Asa matter 
of fact, not a cent has been paid on this 
clock system, and yesterday the hard- 
worked Supervisors adopted the formal 
resolution explaining matters for the 
benefit of those concerned: 

WHEREAS, It bas come to the knowledge 
of the Board of Supervisors that an impres- 
sion is prevalent that the clocks now in the 
county Courthouse have been accepted and 
paid for; in order to correct this impres- 
sion we desire to state that not $1 nor any 
other sum has been, or will be, paid by the 
county for the clocks now in or that may be 
placed in the county Courthouse until the 
same have been tully tested and found to be 


perfect timekeepers. 

The failure of the present open sys-* 
tem to give satisfaction is to be regretted, 

but is in no wise the fault of the Board of 

Supervisors. | 


THE TEACHERS. 


Third Day’s Session of the County 
Institute, 


Miss Schallenberger’s Talk on Methods of 
Reading—Addresses by Dr. Winship 
and Superintendent Monroe in 
the Afternoon, 


„Teaching isa life-long learning of 
how to deal with human minds,“ says 
Edward Thring. This thought is im- 
pressed upon the daily spectator as he 
passes from section to section and lis- 
tens to the various theories of teaching 
advanced by the instructors at the 
County Institute. 

Yesterday morning Miss Schallen- 
berger gave a most delightful exercise 
in methods of reading before section 2. 
She talked very sensibly about not 
cramming a child’s head with nonsensi- 
cal and meaningless stories laid down 
in the reading books for primary use. 
They can just as well be taught histori- 
cal facts or tales of mythology in their 
reading books at this early age as to 
take it up asaspecial study later. This 
stvle of reading cultivates a taste for 
literature. She read several selections 
illustrating this—a story about Pan- 
dora’s box, another about Minerva and 
Zeus, both written in childlike, simple 
language. Miss Schallenberger strongly 
recommends the classical stories for 
language methods by Mary L. Pratt. 
Passing from prose to poetry she held 
the same line of argument. A child 
can appreciate a good poem as well as 
a grown person, and why not feed his 
hungry intellect on poems of standard 
worth, instead of the trashy, meaning- 
less lines which flood the newspapers 
and periodicals of the day. Ste read 
Wordsworth’s poem To a Butterfly“ 
and some other poetical gems full of 
rythm and the spirit of poesy. Miss 
Schallenberger is a charming reader 
herself, and has just that style of ani- 
mation and expression which invaria- 
bly pleases the little folks. Evidently 
she is a born primary teacher, for suc- 
cessful primary teachers are like poets, 
born, not made. They must have an 
innate love for children. 

Geometry was the topic of discussion 
at the first session in section 3. James 
A. Foshay, president of the County 
Board of Education, addressed the 
teachers on this subject, and in the giis- 
cussion which followed Prof. Graham, 
principal of the Pasadena High school, 
took a prominent part. General his- 
tory was the topic for the second hour, 
with a leading paper by J. H. Strine, 
princpal of the Downey school.. At the 
request of Mr. Strine the discussion of 
geometry was carried over into this ses- 
sion, however, and the first half hour 
was devoted to the discussion of some 
knotty questions proposed by Mr. Strine 
on the proper marking of pupils in ge- 
ometry examinations. At the conclu- 
sion of the talk Prof. Strine was charged 
by some of his fellow-teachers with an 
attempt to kill time in view of the fact 
that he was to fill up the hour with his 
paper on history, but when he appeared 
before them with thirty pages of man- 
uscript this idea evaporated into thin 
air. Oninvitation of the president of 
the section, L. D. Brown, Dr. Hoose, 
who was present, took part in the dis- 
cussion which followed. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. | 

Many ot the citizens of Los Angeles 
are availing themselves of the oppor- 
tunity of listening to the excellent ad- 
dresses sparkling with wit and strongly 
spiced with good common sense, deliv- 
ered each afternoon at the general ses- 
sionin Assembly Hall by Dr. E. A. 
Winship, the conductor of the institute. 
There was literally standing room only 
yesterday afternoon. 

The exercises opened with a vocal 
solo sweetly sung by a young girl, and 
afterward Jacob I. Hill presented a 
somewhat lengthy argument on Psy- 
chology“ as applied to the teacher. 

Will S. Monroe of Pasadena followed, 
speaking in his usual energetic fashion, 
on “A Teacher's Library.“ Referring 
first to the fact that County Superinten- 
dent Seamans was about to establish a 
teacher’s library for the use of the 
teachers of Los Angeles county, he 
outlined the class of books which should 
find a place upon its shelves. A library 
of good educational books is just as 
necessary to the teacher as is the 
library of professional books to the law- 
yer, physicianorclergyman. If teach- 
ing is to be ranked among the learned 
professions instead of remaining as a 
craft and its teachers but artisans, the 
teacher must bea well read’’ person. 
Superintendent Monroe gave a list of 
books necessary for the fitting up of a 
teacher’s library. Books on the history 
of education should take the first rank; 
after them should come educational bio- 
graphy, theory, practice and methods 
of teaching, educational reports and 
journals. 

Dr. Winship's address was on the 
„Philosophy of Education,“ and nothing 
short of a stenographic report could do 
it justice, and even then the facial ex. 

ression and elocutionary power_ would 
de lacking.

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RAILROAD AFFAIRS 


The Pacific Mail, Tariff by Way 
of San Diego. 


An Open Rupture Between Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe. 


The Former Will Dishonor the Lat- 


ter’s Issue of Tickets.

Another Passenger Boycott Threatened— 
A Union Pacific Ramor—Passenger 
Agents Worked Up—Gen- 
eral and Local. 


An open war between the Southern 
Pacitic and Santa Fé railroads seems 
now to be almost inevitable, as a re- 
sult of the action taken by the former 
yesterday. The general passenger de- 
partment of the Southern Pacific no- 
tifledghe Santa Fé that the tickets is- 
sued by tue latter company, and sold at 


San Diego and Los Angeles to Eastern 


points, by way of Sacramento and 
Ogden, would not be honored for pas- 
sage over the former’s lines. The sud- 
denness of this imperative order was a 
direct slap atthe Santa Fé. It seems 
that some time ago the Santa Fè traffic 
officials made arrangements with Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Goodman by which 
the former could sell tickets to the East 
over a portion of the lines of the South- 
ern Pacific to Ogden, where connection 
is made with the Colorado Midland, 
which is one of the Santa Fé lines. By 
this arrangement the Santa Fé could 
give passengers their choice of routes, 
either direct by way of Barstow, Albu- 
querque and La Junta, or by Sacramen- 
to, Ogden, the Colorado scenic line, 
Leadville and Colorado Springs. This 
evoked a howlof displeasure from the 
other lines connecting with the South- 
ern Pacific, and to appease their wrath 
the — department of that road 
ordered the Santa Fé to take the odious 
tickets off sale. The result of this will 
be, first, that no coupon tickets will be 
sold at San Diego or other stations of 
the Southern California lines, reading 
over the Southern Pacific, and is likely 
to make the companies go to further 
extremes and refuse to interchange any 
passenger traffic. As the Santa Fe peo- 
ple paid the Sonthern Pacific’s full pro- 
portion on the through tickets they con- 
sider the arbitrary action as a declara- 
tion of hostility. 
SANTA FE AND PACIFIO MAIL. 

General Freight and Passenger Agent 
S. B. Hynes, of the Southern California 
Railroad, yesterday received from the 
Pacific Mail Company the freight and 
passenger tariffs of that steamship line 
from San Diego to all Central and South 
American ports. Mr. Hynes will now 
compile a set of tariffs from Los Ange- 
les and other points on his line, by way 
of San Diego, to all the ports on the 
route of the Pacific mail steamers. In 
view of the fact that the steamship 
company tried to evade the contract 
by which the ships were required to 
touch at San Diego, the authorization 
of through tariffs is exceedingly impor- 
tant, as indicating that they will ar- 
rive at and depart from that port ac- 
cording to schedule hereafter.

A numerously-signed petition was 
read asking that the houses of prostitu- 
tion or ‘‘cribs’’ on Alameda street be 
removed to New High street, as the 
signers of the petition own property on 
New High street that is not fit for any 
other use asthe ‘cribs’? which were 
formerly located on this street had 
ruined it. The petition was ordered 
filed. 

The Bonner saloon question again 
came up. The saloon is located on Tur- 
ner street, and when Mrs. Bonner se- 
cured a license to open her saloon it 
was granted with the understanding 
that she was not toallow ‘“‘crib’’ women 
to open ‘‘cribs’’ in her houses in the 
vicinity of the saloon. The matter was 
referred to the Chief. 

The Chief wanted to know who is the 
Police Surgeon.

It takes fully five hours to make up a 
raving, howling. beauty at these shops. 
That is if one wears one’s own hair and 
itislong and heavy, for the shampoo 
and hair dressing occupy an hour or 
two. 

First of al is the manicuring. My 
lady sinks into a chair and submits the 
the tips of ber fingers to madame, who 
files and trims and powders and polishes 
the nails tillthey are as rosy and shin- 
ing as the lining of a seashell. The pa- 
tient is next conducted to an inner 
room to get her shampoo. When the hair 
is thoroughly washed it is spread over 
a drier in the shape of a huge, balloon- 
shaped sheet-iron pipe withatiny gas 
stove burning inside. The head mean- 
while is thrown back ona head rest 
protruding fromthepipe. After reclin- 
ing here for a half hour or so, the pa- 
tient sits in thesun fortwenty min- 
utes while madam brushes and combs 
her tresses till every identical hair is as 
dry and shining as spun gold (this 
simile applies only to blond heads.) 
Now the candidate for beduty is ready 
for her facial massage and is taken be- 
hind ascreen in the inner room where are 
all sorts of queer looking utensils, one 
of which is a tin apparatus which looks 
like a quart measure terminating in a 
miniature smoke-stack at the top. This 
is placed over a gas heater and 
filled with water containing some chem- 
ical. While this is heating the mas- 
seur fastens a piece of oiled silk about 
the patient’s head, framiug her face in 
She then applies a 
coating of cream, rubbing it well into 
the pores, and follows this up witha 
dusting of borax powderto whiten the 
skin. By this time the compound inthe 
tin receptacle is boiling and an aro- 
matic steam issues fromit. The oiled 
silk is brought forward and the end 
thrown over the  ‘“smokestack,’’ 
forming a tent over the head of the pa- 
tient, effectually’ shutting out all air, 
and.here for a half hour she sits and 
steams her face. The perspiration 
oozes from the pores of the skin, con- 
denses onthe surface of the oilskin | 
tent and a shower falls on the tow- 
els in her lap. At times the tent 
gets suffocatingly full of steam 
and the heat becomes intense, but 
beauty must suffer and she is willing to. 
By the time her face feels as if the 
skin were parboiled and liable to drop 
off at any minute she is liberated and 
placed in an easy, upholstéred chair; 
she throws her head back on a soft 
cushion and the masseur does the rest. 
First she turns on the electric battery 
and for fifteen minutes passes the sponge 
over every portion of the face and the 
patient feels as if she were being 
pricked by thousands of tiny sharp 
needles. This is to rouse the muscles 
and eradicate wrinkles and crowsfeet. 
By the time the prospective beauty’s 
teeth begin to chatter with the elec- 
tricity and she thinks she has indeed 
been struck by lightning this part of 
the process is over and the facial mas- 
sage begins. The masseur rubs and 
slaps anc pinches the refractory 
muscles, smoothing out the wrinkles 
dextrously, at the same time giving an 
oral treatise on the benefits derived 
from facial massage. She theorizes 
that the network of muscles and tissues 
under the skin is plumped out by this 
manipulation so as to form a round, 
firm bed upon which the skin, stretched 
evenly, must look smooth, and so long 
as the exercise is kept up, wrinkles, 
which indicate caving in or relaxation 
of the muscles, cannot occur. I wish 
vou would put in a ple or two,“ 
murmured a patient the other day as 
the pliant fingers of the masseur 
moulded and kneaded her chin. Gaz- 
ing at her critically the beauty manu- 
facturer remarked, What you need 
most is longer eyelashes with curling 
ends and you'll have them in a few 
weeks if you come to me regularly.”

A QUESTION OF HARBORS. 


San Diego Sits Down on Civil Engineer 
McLeran, 
{San Diego Union, April 6.] 

The three Los Angeles dailies, Tun 
Times, the Herald and the Express, have 
been thrown into a spasm of rage by the 
discovery that a circular pvepared and 
signed by ‘‘Benjamin McLeran, civil en- 
gineer.“ of San Diego, has been dis- 
tributed through the Senate and House 
of Representatives at Washington dep- 
recating the expenditure by the Govern- 
ment of any more millions upon the har -; 
bor at San Pedro, urging that noamount 
of money can ever create a deep water 
harbor, and urging, also, the ex- 
travagance and unwisdom of expending 
large sums in futile efforts to make a 
harbor there, when there is another 
only a few miles down the coast, at San 
Diego, with capacity for all traffic that 
Southern California will ever need. In 
the treatment of this little episode two 
things must be considered: First, that 
San Pedro harbor is Los Angeles’s most 
tender spot, and that the people and 
journals of that city are naturally sen- 
sitive on that score, and quick to resent 
the least intimation that it may possibly 
not become a harbor of great import- 
ance; second, thatthe Los Angeles pa- 
pers are gravely inerror in assuming, 
as they do, that, even if what Benjamin 
McLeran says is true, he speaks for the 
people of San Diego. 

This harbor question is a tender old 


the two cities. Often it has seemed to 
or thoughtless person tears it open an 
re-inflames all inter-community pre- 
judices that were begotten of and be- 
queathed by the boom. There is room 
enough in Southern California for the 
fullest possible play of the ambitions of 
Los Angeles and Sar Diego, and room 
enough also for two magnificent har- 
bors. The possession of a harbor here 
will not of itself be sufficient to make 
San Diego a great city, and Los Angeles 
will continue to be an important city 
whether San Pedro harbor be further 
improved or not. The two cities will 
injure themselves vastly more by keep- 
ing alive the wrangle about two harbors 
than they could harm each other by ask- 
ing the Government to give a huge ap- 
propriation to the rival harbor. If the 
Government shall succeed in making a 
deep water harbor at San Pedro all 
Southern California will be benefited, 
and the harbor of San Diego cannot 
possibly be injured, besides it takes 
something besides a harbor to make a 
metropolis. 

The Los Angeles papers are unneces- 
sarily exercised about the McLeran cir- 
cular. They attach altogether too 
much importance to it; it is simply one 
individual’s opinion and has no official 
significance whatever, as it was not 
authorized by the Chamber of Com- 


zation, formal or informal. 

Even if it were true in every partic- 
ular, it was an impudent thing to do. 
Neither Mr. McLeran nor any one else 
should give his individual opinion ex- 
pression in such 4 way as might be con- 
strued to be the official expression of a 
representative organization or of a per-
